HE assumptio n

way to be rid o f crime is to 
make penalities the last wo rd in 
severity has frequently been sho wn 
to be a mistake. 
The erro r o f the 
theo ry is being 
demo nstrated 
by 
state*law s pro viding life impriso n­ 
ment o n co nvictio n o f a fo urth fel­ 
o ny. 
W here these laws, which in so me 
cases are pro perly invo ked, have 
been ado pted, juries frequently ac­ 
quit perso ns pro bably guilty o f a 
fo urth 
felo ny 
because the juro rs 
deem the punishment to o serve fo r 
the crime. 
It do es no go o d to tell 
juries that the Baumes 
law and 
sim ilar statutes are ado pted no t to 
punish the criminal but to pro tect 
so ciety fro m the habitual criminal. 
W hen 
the 
present 
widespread 
crusade 
against 
lawlessness 
be­ 
co mes less vigo ro us and co nditio ns 
return to no rmal here will be still 
greater 
antago nism 
to inflicting 
life punishment fo r o ffenses there­ 
to fo re deemed pro perly penalized 
by sentences far less drastic. 
The 
law fails to take into acco unt the 
po int o f view o f the jury, which 
can never safely be igno red. 
To punish tho se guilty o f mino r 
o ffense and trival law vio latio ns 
as severely as tho se guilty o f mur­ 
der and o ther heino us crimes is 
risky pro cedure. 
It vio lates co m­ 
mo n sense and wo uld seem to be 
co ntrary to federal and state co n­ 
stitutio ns which pro hibit cruel and 
unusual punishment. Such excess in 
abuse o f the law will ultimately de­ 
feat its o wn ends, public co nscience 
revo lting at a pro cedure that car­ 
ries us back to the Dark Ages in 
treatm ent o f crime.
